‘Our movement shall con- 
tinue. Wd shall continue to state 
our position on the issue.’’

“I know that you will 
want to continue: I am going to 
continue.” 

Mr. Wallace was not avail 


secretary, Bill Jones, said in 
Montgomery that the “personal 
message” stood on its own and 
did not require amplification. 

••Also in the newsletter are 
opinions by members of the 
Wallace campaign staff that the 
news media had had a negative

The- newsletter, described as 
the only official publication au- 
thorized by Mr. Wallace, costs 
approximately 40 cents to pro- 
duce, according to. an estimate 
of an Atlanta printing company. 

Based on that figure, should 
half of those to whom it is be- 
ing mailed this month subscribe 
at the $12 annual rate, the Wal- 
lace campaign can expect a net 
profit of $3.6-million this year.
